The poll, coméwcted by the laterwiew agency for the Socialist VARA broedcast - 
ing eeeociatiosg, showed that 4. per cemt bellewed the decision showld stand. 
The remaining 1. per cemt were sot certains. 


The Dwtch gowermment is cue to decide om SNowember | to deploy Nato cruise 
missiles on etch soil before the end of 1588. Top cabinet sisisters heve 
ealc the decision is imevitabic because the Sowlet Usice hes not set Dutch 
terms for non-deployment.
